$1200 rebate per individual with income of $75,000 or less 
$2400 rebate per couple with income of $150,000 or less 
$500 rebate per dependent child under age of 17 
$5 less per $100 for individuals with income over $75,000 
$5 less per $100 for couple with income over $150,000 
$0 rebate for individuals with income over $150,000

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS PROVISIONS 

(v) Self employed people are now eligible 

Q) People diagnosed with COVID-19 are now eligible 

Q) People caring for others with COVID-19 are now eligible 

Q) Extra $600 per week for up to 4 months 

( 2 ) Up to 13 extra weeks upon expiry of state benefits 

(7) People receiving paid leave benefits are not eligible
